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OUR CASH OFFER TO SPAIN 


T WAS pointed out by a contributor to the October number 
of the North American Review that the situation, with 
regard to the terms of peace to be arranged between the 
United States and Spain, had been modified by the protocol. 

Before the signing of that instrument, it was in the power of 
President McKinley to exact a cession of the whole of the Philip- 
pines as peremptorily as he did the evacuation of Cuba and the 
surrender of Puerto Rico. He saw tit, however, by the protocol 
to refer the conclusion of an agreement concerning the ‘‘disposi- 
tion, control and government”? of the Philippines to a commis- 
sion, in which Spain was to have an equal voice. By that con- 
cession of an equal voice he obviously placed the Philippines on 
a different footing from that of the Spanish Antilles, and he 
virtually bound himself to use all reasonable means to bring 
about an accommodation of the conflicting interests of Spain 
and the United States with reference to the former islands. It 
is not true that the words of the protocol involve an admission 
that Spain was to retain the sovereignty of the Philippine archi- 
pelago, and that the peace commission was to be restricted to 
determining the conditions on which the government of the 
islands was to be administered by the Spanish owners thereof. 
The terms ‘‘disposition, control and government’? are unques- 
tionably broad enough to cover a transfer of sovereignty. Un- 
less, however, the reference to a joint commission was a mock- 
ery, it is manifestly inequitable to demand that the Spanish 
commissioners shall consent to such a transfer of sovereignty 
without any remuneration, or, in other words, to treat the 
Philippines, as to which they were to have an equal voice, pre- 
cisely as Cuba and Puerto Rico were treated. That fact has 
been recognized by our plenipotentiaries, and, although they 
have exacted the cession of all the Philippines, they have ex- 
pressed a willingness to pay something therefor. The funda- 
mental difference between them and Spain’s commissioners has 
to do with the basis and amount of the purchase money. Un- 
doubtedly the Madrid government would have been glad to 
retain the sovereignty over the Philippine archipelago, not that 
it could afford to undertake the suppression of the rebellion 
which has spread from Luzon to other islands, but because, if it 
could only retain the nominal title, she could sell the whole or 
part of the group to one or more European powers. Before the 
meeting of the peace commission in Paris, however, it became 
known at Madrid that no such outcome of its deliberations was 
to be looked for, and accordingly Spain’s contention for the 
retention of sovereignty over the islands must be looked upon 
as purely formal and intended to pave the way for the demand 
of a high price. When the question of purchase money shall be 
reached, it is probable that Spain’s commissioners, while intend- 
ing in the first instance to appraise the value of the Philippine 
archipelago at several hundred millions of dollars, expected 
finally to accept an offer from the United States to assume the 
debt secured by the revenues of the Philippines, a debt which 
amounts to $40,000,000, together with some accrued interest. 
There were grave reasons, however, why we should not 
assume the Philippine debt, even though we might agree to pay 
to Spain for the islands a sum equivalent to its face value. By 
making ourselves responsible in terms for the Philippine debt, 
we should appear to have acknowledged the validity of the 
alleged principle of international law, according to which the 
acquisition by conquest of mortgaged territory binds the con- 
queror to assume the mortgage. We could not afford to recog- 
nize such a principle in the case of the Philippines, because, if 
we did, we could not consistently repel responsibility to third 
parties for the much larger mortgage resting on the revenues of 
Cuba. That such would be the deduction drawn from our 
assumption of the Philippine debt, has been brought home to us 
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by the fact that certain European holders of the so-called Cuba 

bonds have already filed with our State Department lists of thei 

respective claims. It has been, therefore, for some time pater 

that, whatever sum we might ultimately decide to pay for th 

Philippines must be paid in cash, and that we must repudiat 

any responsibility for the debt already chargeable upon thi 
revenues of those islands. What, then, should be the basis fo: 
the estimate of the compensation? At first our commissioner 
thought of proposing to reimburse Spain for the money actually 
disbursed by her upon permanent improvements in the islands 
or for the welfare of their inhabitants. It turned out, however. 
upon inquiry, that the sum which could be detinitely shown to 
have been expended for such purposes was so ludicrously small 
that, should the Spanish commissioners accept it, they could not 
return to Madrid without exposing themselves to derision and 
perhaps to personal assault. In order, therefore, to “save th: 
face,’’ as the Chinese phrase runs, of Spain’s commissioners, it 
seemed needful to find some pretext to warrant the payment of 
a larger compensation than the money actually spent on behalf 
of the Philippines would justify. It has been accordingly sug 
gested that we should buy one of the easternmost islands of th¢ 
Caroline archipelago, which, as a glance at the map will show, 
would prove of signal utility as a way station for a submarine 
telegraph line from Honolulu to Manila. It is understood that 
this suggestion has been considered by our State Department, 
and that the compensation to be ultimately offered by our peace 
cominissioners to Spain will be calculated, first, upon the sums 
actually laid out by Spain for the benefit of the Philippines, and 
secondly, upon the strategic and commercial value of one of the 
Carolines to the United States. Of course the opponents of 
the expansion policy will say that by this expedient we have 
simply whipped the devil round the bush. The phrase is a 
coarse one, but the process is familiar to diplomacy. That was 
what the opponents of President Polk were reduced to saying, 
when, in 1848, it turned out that, by the treaty of Guadeloupe, 
we had acquired California and New Mexico, not by conquest 
but by purchase. 


RECENT ASPECTS OF THE DREYFUS CASE 


OW that the Court of Cassation has declared that the 
sentence pronounced by the court-martial on Captain 
Alfred Dreyfus cannot stand, and has ordered a new 
investigation of the case, it may be well to review cer- 
tain incidents related to the affair, which have taken place within 
a recent period, and which have wrought a considerable change 
in French public opinion. Let us, in the first place, point out 
that there is no ground for the suggestion, occasionally made in 
English and American newspapers, that the European power to 
which certain military secrets were revealed by a French officer 
was not Germany or Italy, but Russia, and that it is the wish 
not to offend the Czar which has impelled the chiefs of the 
French army to withhold a part of the incriminating evidence 
at their disposal. This hypothesis has been refuted by the pub- 
lication of the original indictment of Dreyfus. This appeared 
in the Paris newspaper the S7écle of January 7 of this year, and 
its authenticity is admitted by the General Staff. The main 
charge formulated by the official prosecutor was that Dreyfus, 
in 1894, communicated information to one or more agents of 
foreign powers, with the aim of supplying to them means of 
committing acts of hostility, or waging war against France, 
by handing over to them secret documents. As Russia, in 1894, 
was on the most cordial terms with the French Republic, and 
could have had no desire to secure the means of committing 
acts of hostility against it, she cannot have been one of the for- 
eign powers which the indictment had in view. That power 
must have been, as was originally assumed, either Germany, or 
Italy, or Austria. As a matter of fact, however, the govern- 
ments of Berlin, Rome and Vienna have all, distinctly and em 
phatically, denied that they have ever had any relations, direct 
or indirect, with Dreyfus. Now, let us recall a statement made 
on March 31 of the present year, by M. Manau, the Procureur 
Général, or Attorney-General, when presenting to the Court of 
Cassation the case for the quashing of the first Zola sentence, 
which, it will be remembered, the Court set aside. If it be 
true, he said, that Dreyfus was condemned through the produc- 
tion of secret evidence, undivulged to him or to his counsel, the 
decision of the court-martial will in the end be utterly annulled. 
The prediction has been fulfilled. The Court of Cassation has 
found that Dreyfus was, in truth, condemned on evidence which 
he was not permitted to see, and it has, consequently, annulled 
the sentence. It is now known that what happened at the trial 
by the court-martial was this: The Government Prosecutor ad 
mitted that there was nothing against Dreyfus except the so 
called borderean, or list of documents which, as the writer 0! 
it announced, were about to be sent to the German military 
attache in Paris. This document was declared by some expert: 
to have been written by Dreyfus, while others denied that 
was in his handwriting. In view of the conflict of testimen 
touching the authorship of the bordereau, the seven officers con 
posing the court-martial wavered. Thereupon, General Merci 
and Colonel Sandherr took them into a private room, and the! 
read out to them parts of three letters which had passed betwes 
the Italian and German attaches at Paris, and which the Intell 
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e Department of the General Staff had secured. These let- 
iluded to a spy of the Italian attache’s called D——, but, 

n they were read to Dreyfus’s judges, the name Dreyfus 
mendaciously substituted for the imitial D. The judges 
returned to the court-room, and found a unanimous ver- 
tof guilty. As a matter of law, the officers of the court- 
rtial incurred the penalty of imprisonment at hard labor by 
is receiving evidence behind the backs of Dreyfus and his 
insel, and, of course, General Mercier and Colonel Sandherr,

is almost certain, nevertheless, that he will get his deserts, 
iould Dreyfus be adjudged innocent by the Court of Cassation. 

Interesting, also, is the upshot of the latest attempt to perse- 

ute Emile Zola, by selling his personal effects to satisfy a judg- 
ment for ten thousand francs, obtained against him by three 
experts in handwriting whom he charged with stupidity or bad 
faith in his famous letter beginning J’accuse. When the sale 
took place, it was attended by many of Zola’s friends, and the 
very tirst article offered, a table of no great value, was bid up 
to more than thirty thousand francs, a sum more than sufficient 
to satisfy the judgment and the costs of execution. Let us call 
to mind the grounds on which this judgment against Zola was 
procured. We have just seen that the sentence pronounced by 
the court-martial against Dreyfus virtually declared the bor- 
dereau to be in his handwriting. In October, 1897, a facsimile 
of the bordereau, which had been published in the Paris news- 
paper, the Matin, was recognized by a stock-broker named de 
Castro, who had done business for Esterhazy, as being in the 
handwriting of his client. Esterhazy, himself, admitted that 
the handwriting bore a ‘‘terrible resemblance’’ to his own, and 
the military authorities found themselves constrained to subject 
him to a mock court-martial, in order to explain away the iden- 
tity of handwriting. Three obliging experts were discovered 
who, instead of swearing, as preceding government experts had 
done, that the bordereau was in Dreyfus’s handwriting, made 
oath that it was in Esterhazy’s, but that it had been traced, let- 
ter by letter, from an innocent specimen of Esterhazy’s hand- 
writing. On the strength of this testimony, Esterhazy was 
acquitted, while Zola’s comments upon the intellectual or moral 
worth of the experts, who furnished the evidence, caused him 
to be muleted, as we have said, in the sum of ten thousand 
francs, besides legal expenses. Esterhazy’s acquittal on the 
ground mentioned had the curious effect of extinguishing the 
only piece of evidence against Dreyfus which had been shown 
to him at his trial. Obviously, if the bordereau was traced, it 
no more incriminated Dreyfus than any other man, for anybody 
can trace another man’s handwriting, and no attempt was made, 
at Esterhazy’s trial, to prove that Dreyfus had done the tracing. 
Then again, on the hypothesis that Dreyfus traced it, he must 
have done so with the intention of casting his own guilt on the 
shoulders of Esterhazy in the event of detection. As a matter 
of fact, he did nothing of the kind. He accused nobody. He 
simply averred that he, himself, was innocent. 

There are some well-meaning persons who are inclined to 
think that there must be something wrong about Dreyfus, be- 
cause they pin their faith to the proverb that, where there is 
much smoke, there must be some fire. Undoubtedly, there has 
been smoke enough raised by this affair to choke the repute of 
the French army, and it is equally certain that there is some 
fire at the bottom of it. It was not by Dreyfus, however, that 
the fire was kindled, nor will he be its only victim. One of his 
accusers, Lieutenant-Colonel Henry, has gone to a dishonored 
grave, and it will surprise no close observers of the case if Gen- 
eral Mercier, General Boisdeffre and Colonel du Paty de Clam 
should follow him. 


THE RESULTS OF KAISER WILLIAM’S 
PILGRIMAGE 


CCORDING to the Frankfort Zeitung, which is usually 
well informed, the German Emperor’s visit to the Holy 
Land has had substantial results as regards both the in- 
ternal and external relations of the Berlin government. 

\pparently, he has secured the support of the Catholic party 
{ the Center for certain measures which Chancellor Von Hohen- 
he will propose to the Reichstag, and he is alleged to have en- 
‘ved into an agreement with the Sultan whereby Turkey’s mili- 
ry power will be at the disposition of the Triple Alliance in 
e event of a war with Russia and France, while, during peace, 
rerman subjects will enjoy privileges in the Ottoman empire 
hich are likely to prove of considerable importance. 
As regards the boon conferred primarily upon German Catho- 
's by him, and inferentially upon all the adherents of the Church 
‘ Rome, Kaiser William seems to have followed the example of 
i¢ Emperor Frederick II. When, in the first half of the thir- 
‘enth century, the famous grandson of Barbarossa undertook, 
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in the guise of a crusader, what turned out to be a friendly visit 
to the Holy Land, he managed to gain by his conciliatory treat- 
ment of the Sultan of Egypt far larger privileges for the Chris- 
tians of Palestine than they had ever enjoyed since the downfall 
of the Latin Kingdom of Jerusalem. He was excommunicated 
at the time, but the memorable services which he rendered to 
Christendom, in connection with the Holy Places, constrained 
the Pope to recall the sentence of excommunication. It will be 
noted that the likeness of that incident to what we have just 
witnessed is singularly close. Kaiser William is a heretic, and 
Leo XIII. cannot have wished to substitute Protestant Germany 
for nominally Catholic France in the role of protector of Catho- 
lics in the Levant. The heretic sovereign, however, has not 
only secured for German Protestants the Church of the Re- 
deemer in Jerusalem, but he has also done for Catholics what 
France was never able to accomplish. He has prevailed upon 
the Sultan, Abdul Hamid, to cede to German Catholics that 
spot in the Holy City which according to tradition was the 
abode of the Blessed Mary, & spot which in respect of sanctity 
is second to the Holy Sepulcher alone. By this act Catholics 
not only have acquired a shrine which they have coveted for 
centuries, but they have received irrefutable proof that the Ger- 
man Emperor’s protection is more serviceable, so far as Catholic 
interests in the Levant are concerned, than would be that of 
any other Christian ruler. It follows that the Catholic party 
in the Reichstag, where it holds the balance of power, will find 
itself impelled to consider the Kaiser’s wishes not only by an 
honest recognition of favors received, but also by the kind of 
gratitude which has been defined as a lively sense of favors to 
come. Thus to have obtained a moral claim upon the political 
faction which is the pivot upon which parliamentary majorities 
turn in Germany was a stroke worthy of a veteran statesman. 
Bismarck himself must have applauded it. 

The report that an offensive and defensive alliance has been 
concluded between the Kaiser and the Sultan is credible, be- 
cause each of the parties to the contract would have much to 
gain by it. So long as Germany shall guarantee the integrity 
of his dominions, Abdul Hamid will have nothing to fear from 
encroachment on the part of the Czar, whether this should take 
the form of an advance from the Armenian highlands, or from 
the Danube. On the one hand, his public debt might be refunded 
at a lower rate of interest by the Berlin financiers, while, on the 
other hand, his revenues may be indefinitely increased through 
the application of German capital and enterprise to the building 
of railways, the opening of mines and the establishment of manu- 
factories throughout his extensive empire. In a word, a cordial 
understanding with Germany would mean a new and perhaps 
a long lease of life for the Ottoman power, which has been so 
long looked upon as moribund. 

Equally manifest are the advantages, direct and indirect, 
which Kaiser William would draw from the reported agreement 
with the Sultan. In the first place, he would thus assure to the 
Triple Alliance a military preponderance over the Franco-Russian 
league, which, hitherto, it has not possessed. The disastrous 
experience of the Italian troops in Abyssinia convinced the Ger- 
man General Staff that it would not be safe to lean to any 
material extent on its Italian ally, while the Turkish soldiers in 
the recent war with Greece had confirmed the repute for steadi- 
ness and valor which they had gained in the campaign of 1877 
against Russia. In the event of a general war, Turkey and 
Austria combined would draw in their wake all the petty Balkan 
states, with the possible exception of Montenegro, and would so 
thoroughly occupy the Czar as to leave Germany at liberty to 
fall with almost her whole force upon France. Meanwhile, the 
promising field for German investments and industries, which 
has been thus far sought with doubtful success in Africa and in 
the Far East, would be secured close at hand amid the bound- 
less capabilities of Anatolia, which is a country comfortably 
habitable by white men, and in the exceptionally fruitful region, 
now named Barca, but known to the ancients as Cyrene. That 
the Kaiser already has his eye on the resuscitation of the wealth 
that once distinguished the Cyrenian Pentapolis may be inferred 
from his alleged undertaking to plant a German colony along 
the western confines of Tripolis, thus putting a stop to the 
French plans of aggression in that quarter. So much for the 
direct profits that might accrue to Germany from a combination 
with the Porte. No less obvious are the benefits that would 
flow from it indirectly. By virtue of his position as ‘‘next 
friend’’ of Turkey, the German Emperor could render England 
an inestimable service in the matter of Egypt. He, and prob 
ably he alone, could persuade the Ottoman Sultan to renounce 
his rights of suzerainty as to the Khedive, and to acquiesce in 
England’s assertion of a protectorate over the Nile Valley. The 
good will of Turkey is almost indispensable to England’s per- 
manent control of the Suez Canal, for, although an attack upon 
Egypt by sea might be easily withstood, the advance of a Rus- 
sian army from Armenia through the Sultan’s territory by the 
connivance of that sovereign might place the English in a criti- 
cal position. For the sake of keeping Egypt and, at the same 
time, the Sultan’s good will, the British Foreign Office might 
accept almost any reasonable proposal on the part of the Ger- 
man Emperor. Such, for instance, as the partition of Morocco, 
which is the one prize still left in the Mediterranean world that 
is worth a sturdy fight for.

EORGE H. ELLIS, Chief Yeoman of 
the Brooklyn, the only man killed 

in the great naval action off Santiago on 
July 3, which resulted in the destruction 
of Cervera's entire fleet and the ¢apture 
of the Admiral, officers and men, was 
insured in The Prudential—had been for 
ten years.
